That he is the owner of the sugar estate called the 
"Santa Catalina",situated in Corral Falso,district of 
Maeuriges in this Island; that on the 3rd day of necmbe" 
last he commenced grinding ¢ane on sald estate; that on 
the 6th sib ikon, thie returning at night from the 
Village of Corral Falso to his said @state,he was stopped 
by a party of about 50 insurgents commanded by Major 
José Roque,who handed him a written letter or notifica- 
tion to the effeet that wnless he stopped grinding, he 
would blow up the buildings with dynamite as well as set 
fire to the fields. But by dini of pleading, Roque wag 
induced to grant an ext ension of the time to the 15th 


December,wherein this appearer would bs permitted to 


grind the cane already ets A cepy of this letter,was 


transmitted to the U.8.Consul Gengral at Havana,for his 


infcrmation and corresponding effects. 


That said appearer then continued the grinding and 
other operations incident thereto on his said estate, 
without further molestation until the 15th day of ne- 
comber last,whe@m he stopped grinding of his own accord,in 
obedience to the notice given him,and the permission 


allowed by said Major Rogue « 


On the 24th necanber last,the insurgent army, 
estimated to be between 10 and 12.060 men,marching from 
North to South co these columns,and said to be under the 
command of Maximo Gomez and Antonio Maceo,made its ap- 
pearance on the border of said estate. One colum marechsd 
through without doing any saetisuiae damage; Koy main 
columm under Maceo set fire to the cane fields in five 
or six débfferent places,giving warning and strict orders 
under pain of death,not to have the fires extinguished. 
Damage was thereby done to the extent of about $6000. The 
insurgents also took away about 42 horses ana 5 mules,

On the 27th and 28th days of Decanber last, spanish 
troops,uncer command of Generals Suarez Valdes and Gar- 
cia Navarro,to the number of about 4000 came on the 


plaee,enc camped in Corral Falso. They cut the tops of 


the ecane,the tassels am under leaves,to be used as 


forage for their horses,and thereby further damaged the 


estate to the amount of $1000.

This appearer estimates the losses which hs has sus- 


tained by the foregoing to be about $26.000,and thes 


damege done to his interests in being.»revented from con-

We reeciv sd two days ago a communication from the 
ecolleetor of customs,of which we adjoin a eopy ,by same 
you will see that the elaim. of the eustom house on wire 
nails has come up again,against all our expeetations and 
at the end of two years; you will please remind that the 
affair was attended to by your office in October and 
November, 1893,sent to Washington, the sptaton of the De- 
partment at the time,and as told to the writer verbally 
and if not mistaken,officially,to your offiee,was that th 
wires nails were free and that the matter would be taken 
up by the Department and fixed by the Minister at Madria 
as per orders sent him. It seems as if the matter has 
not been arranged or that the spanish minister of Ul- 
tramar has not paid attention to the minist er’s int er- 


ference,wha they again come on us for the duties,we 


would eall your attention to thse faet in whieh this eom- 


munication is based: They say: that Messrs.Hamel and Co. 


should have and could have left the samples of the nails 
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at the time of clearing thse goods on the wharf. To this 


we eal Yrour attention to article 80,paragraph 4th of the 


sitetov regulations of lst July ,1892,it says ele@w ly that 
the eustom house officer is the one to take the samles 
out when the merehant desires to take the goods away,this 
was not don?2 by the officer and now they pretend to 

throw the blame on this firm. We suppose that whm the 
doeuments were forwarded to Madrid they omitted ineluding 
a memorial that we presented to the Intendente at the 
time under date 13th Deeember, in which we ealled his. 
attention to the fact that we were not to blame for the 
eustom house offiecer’s negleet,for if it had reached 
Madrid they would have seen the regulations and would 

not have given the deeree or’ Royal order they now hand 
US. 

In consequence of all said,we come to the eonelus ion 
that this business is to be started new and comrunicated 
to Washington which we bez you to do and at the same time 
stop the proeesdings of the custom house collecetor until 
this matter is settled by both Governmemts and it is 
proved that We owe such debts.

My Dear Mr. Williams. 

I want to prove to you how un-reliable are the re-. 
ports of.jthe war that we read in the papers,both in Hava- 
na and in the United States. According to these,the in- 
surgents always. are worsted and run away. But I have had 
occasion of being petted by eye witnesses of three en- 
gagements and in all three the troops did the running 
away and got the worst of it. At the famouns battle of 
Coliseo which the Spanisrda elaim as a victory,Maximo 
Gomez waited for Martinez Campos in the Estate “Audaz’, 
a few shots were fired on both sides and the insurgents 
blew the signal to attack with the machetes. The firing 
instantly ceased,and the troops ran to find shelter in 
the stone walls where formerly was the batey of the estee 
"Audaz"®. Martinez Campos lost twelve soldiers wenndne 
by the machetes and the insurgents had one killed and 
three wounded. Maximo Gomez left Martinez Campos hiding 
behind the stone walls of the "Audaz",and proceeded to 
the"Coliseofwhich is close to the Audaz and burned at his 
leisure almost every house of the Coliseo. 

In the "Lucha’® of the 4th, there is a report of an 
engagement between a lieutenant, Pranciseo Paula Garcia, . 
with some voluntesrs,and a party of forty insurgents; that 


six insurgents were killed and horses ‘and arms were teken >» 


The truth is,that there was no engagement. The Lieu- 


tenant went to the prea rs ermgstate "ALCGANCIA*, 
shears

arrested twenty three blacks on chinamen. They were 


all tied elbow to elbow and conducted to the estate “Au- 


rora",and in the "colonia® of Don Ygnacio,-a Vizcaino, - 
fourteen of the twenty three were shot dom in cold blood» 
and nine wore let loose, 

On the following day Don Ygnacio found the bodies 
of the fourteen lying in his fields,he had them carried 
to the bed of a dary river,made one pile of ten and anoth- 


er of four bodies, and threw a little earth over them. 


One of my “*colonos* complained of the steneh that 
reached his house and I went personally to investigate 
and was horrified to find the bodies exposed to view and 
with signs of having been eaten by animals. I questioned 


one of the principal Spaniardsof Jovellanos, and he told 


me that the volunteers had killed six "plateados*®, who 
were robbing all the neighbors, I[tvis true that the ne- 
groes of the “Alcancia® driven by hunger,would go at 
night and steal,but they committed no murder and had a 
right to be tried, and not be shot down like dogs after 
being tied. 

A man with spurs on,was caught in Jovellanos and 


because he had some medicine in his pocket,he was shot 


at hight and buried before daylight,so that no one could 
identify him,

‘The Captain of the Guardia Civil, Radaban, according 


to the papers had an engagement with a large part of in- 


swrgents and he had to retreat before superior forces, 


but the truth is that he savod himself and his followers 


after having had four wounded, by running as fast as the 
horses could carry them. buh 


On the 14th instent the insurgents fired the cane of 


the estate *“Junco®,very close to Jovellanos,and parties 
of insurgents were seen on the estate “Almagro”, butno 
one went to molest them. 

Yesterday, the 15th,the cane fields of the "Carlota" 
were fired,and the forces from Jovellanos went in search 
of the insurgents, but notwithstanding the marked signals 
of the tremendous fire, they could not be found. 

A few days ago,! noticed a fire in the estate "Bar- 
beria", that threatened my place. I went with a few hands 
and put the fire out. The authorities in Jovellanos,as 
well as in Cimarrones were watching the fire,but no one > 
came to my aid. When the fire was out,I asked the omer 
of the cane that was burning,why he did not go to help 
and put the fire\out. He answered that he was afraid of 


a shot, Some neighbors*who should have gone to help me, 


also said that they were afraid, 
Yours very truly, 


(Signed) Cristobal N.Madan.

My Dear Mr. Willians. 
The situation here is more critical every day. 

Today we have no kind of protection, either military or 
judicial,we are at the mercy of all evil-doers. If we 

are attacked by robbers, insurgents, or "plateados", and ask 
for assistance in Jovellanos or Cimarrones,we are answeré 
by the axthorities that they have no force with which to 


aid us, 7 


Last night we noticed a fire which seemed to be in 
cane on my lands. I ordered the bell to call the alarm 
for fire,and went with fifteen hands as far as my boun- 
dary line,where I saw that the house of a neighbor was al 
eblaze and that we could do nothing but see it burn, and 
I returned to the Batey. My be2l can casily be heard at 


night from Jovellanos and Cimerrones,but all the neigh- 


bors seemed to have been struck dumb and blind, because 


they neither heard my bell nor saw the tremendous blaze 


of the fire, 


Later in the night, at about helf pest twelve, I was 
awakened by my watchman who said to me that a party of 


insurgents wanted to see me. I answered that I would come 


down directly. As I opened the door, four men walked in 


and about twelve remained outside, The leader said that 


he was Demetrio Rodriguez, that he belonged to the party 


of Luis Roban. He wanted all the fire arms that I had on 


the place. I told him that I could not let him have them 
because I held those arms through an act of confidence, 
that the General Government at Havana had conceded to me 
the permission to have certain arms for my protection 
against robbers,and that I had signed a petition, alleging 


my americen citisenship,and besides I had applied to the 


influence of friends to get the license. Mr. Rodriguez 
and others of the party threatened and argued,but IC held 
my om and then he said that [I could give up the arms 
without any responsibility, becavsc I did so, pressed by 
superior force. They determined to search the house and 
I handed my keys to the chief. They went through every 


article of furniture and carried away a few trilfles, such 


as my over-coat,an old gold watch that my father used to 
have,and all my shoes. They also took four horses, At the 
store of the chinaman, they helped themselves to all the 
dry goods, canned provisions, shoes, etc, etc? They dia 
not get the fire arms, except a revolver which I earried. 


They left grumbling and returned at seven in the morning 


and ransacked the house but with no better result, and 
finally left. 

My situation here today is very difficult, because T 
dare not meke use of any fire arms,for if the intruders 
are insurgents,then I and my place are doomed. If any 
"plateados"® or robbers come to the place, they find me un 


armed, because I have the arms hidden fearing the insur- 


gents who will carry them away, 


While the insurgents were in my batey,a man who was 


coming from Jovellanos saw them and returned to Jovella- 


nos giving the alarm, but no one came, and further, the 


Comandante Militar said to me,that I need not count on 


me Pigg me 
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any aid, because they had not force enough to defend the 
village,mmuch less to send to the country. 

The bakeity of the reports published in the papers 
is causing great evil,and the people in general through 
ignorance of the actual state of affairs,do not take mea- 
sures to put an end to this war of ruin and @tstruction. 

According to the aecounts in the papers the Spanish 


tréops always come out victorious,no matter how badly 


licked. 


The reporters can write what they please ani in- 


vent at leisure for there is no denger of eontradiction. 


I see but one hope of salvation, and that is autonomy

through American intervention, and without this, there is 


nothing but ruin.

THE CUBAN INSURR&CTION. 


It is not only for the sake of humanity and civili- 
zation that the attention of the United States Gove rnm gi t 
is engaged in this matter. 

There are,besides,many legitimate american interests 
whieh are now suffering severely and most unjustly,on 
account of the manner in which the war against Spain is 
conducted by the insurgents. 

All laws of civilized warfare are being forgottm 
in the present struggle. The peaceful sugar industry,on 
which the life of Cuba depends. is forbidden by the in- 
surgents. Railroad traffic,both “a passengers and mer- 
echandise,is daily interrupted. The railroad properties, 
both fixed and movable, are destroyed by fire and otherwise 
and passenger and freight trains are daily fired upons 
It should seem that the war is waged more against the 
island of Cuba than against Spain. Probably one third 
of the sugar cane crop has already been destroyed by 
fire. Not even the property of forsigners is respected. 
This willful destruction of property anc the systematic, 
and as yet,suceesful opposition,to all labor in the 
sugar plantations,is presently snmaiee to such an extent, 
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thing more than the realization of anarchism. 

The purely american interests which are specially 
engeged in the question are: 

lst.- Many valuable sugar plantations,owned by 
american @itizens ‘ave had one part of their cane ¢rop 
destroyed by fire; and the making of sugar with the une 
bumed cane is now forbidden by the insurgent tite. 
under penalties which deter every planter in Cuba from 
any attempt to work on his plantation. 

2nd. Bankers and merehants in the United States are 
ereditors of euban planters and merehants which are being 
utterly ruined by the actual system of useless and deli- 
berate destruetion of cane fields and railroad property. 

Srd. All commercial raha tiene between Cuba and the 
United States will come to an end; because,if the ingur- 
gents succeed in their scheme of preventing all work on 


the sugar plantations,the consequence will soon be a real 


famine in Cuba, wit hout the possibility of importing any 


american food; as the production and exportation of 
sugar is,besides the less important tobacco industry,the 
only means which this Island possesses of making payments 
for her imports of foreign products. 

The Cuban Junta sitting in New York and other 
american cities are v2ry pupalnr among the people of the 
United States,under the belief that the cubm insurrection 
is a struggle for liberty and better laws; aAnd,under this 
belief,publie sentiment cs eens of supplying the in- 


surgents With arms. But should not the system of anar- 


chism and of useless destruction of private property 


Se 
belonging to the peaceful population,both native and 
foreign, bde supers eded by a more humane and civilized 
system, the sentiments,and the opinion of the american 
people will certainly change before long. 

The most important feature of the presm@mt situation 
in Cuba is the necessity that work on the sugar planta- 
tion should begin as so00n as possible,without loss of 
time. 

About one fourth of the total sugar crop ought al- 
ready to be manufactured; and, practically,not only has no 
- gugar been made as yet, but it i: aaeuk dupeadtbiecme eer 
the present circumstances, to foresee whan will planters 
be able to begin this year the work of sugar making. 

Sugar must be manufactured in Cuba from the middle 
of December to the middle of May (before the rainy season 
sets im). It is still possible, should the grinding of the 
eane begin during the second half of February,io work the 
cane that has beam left unbumt; but,evm in this case, 
the ecuban sugar eérop of 1896 would be reduced to about 
one half of an average 6rop. 

Should,hnowever,no grinding take place,which is the 
end that the insurgents have in view,no sugar would,in 
this extrane case,be manufactured at all in Cuba during 


the present year. 


Nor is this all that the ingurgent ehiefs threaten 


to do against the planters. For it is already hinted 


that besides prohibiting the manufacture of sugars,it is 


4. 
their intention to lay and collect a money tax on all. 
sugar plantations. lepossible and absurd as this may be, 
it is feared that the seheme is in contemplation. 

The forbidding of all industrial work is something 
unheard ef in es Maubave of human revolutions; and no 
less so would b3 the attempt to collect a monw tex on 
plantations that are more or less burdmed with debts,and 
where thse manufacture of sugar is fo rbidden by the same 
power which intends to lay and eollect taxes. This shows 
the extremity to whieh the Cuban revolution may fe. 

The majority of the insurgent army is composed of 
colored men,altheugh the rate of the two classes of the 
eubrn population is two thirés of white and one third of 
colored inhabitants. As all the sugar plantations are now 
closed, the working population, and most particularly the 
negro laborers,has been obliged,by actual hunger, to aug- 
ment artificially the number of insurgent soldiers. 

The influenee and action of the United States Go- 
vernment could be most usefully os vecket tonneda the 
attainment of the following ends: 

lst.- That the industrial work of sugar making in 
the plantations begins at once,without any hindranee 
either from the insurgent chiefs or from the Cuban Junta 
sitting in New York; as these tee revolutionary powers 


are responsible for the useless waste and destruction 


above explained,and for the stoppage of the sugar indus- 


try.

2nd.-To induee the insurgent leaders to give up the 
idea of politieal independence, for which Cuba is utterly 
unprepared. It is a mad dream to imagine that this Islanca 
may now become an independent nation; and a rational form 
of self governmamt is what the insurgents,am the euban 

population at large,must now ask for,in order to put an 

end to the civil war, 

S$rda.-To advise friendly the spanish govemmant to 
abandon sineerely the present colonial system,and to gram 
to Cuba a form of self government that will satisfy the 
eubsn populations The spanish laws and most particularly 
the economical legislation,is in a good measure respon- 
sible for the present war; and eubans are right in their 
wish of obtaining some guarantee against the injustice 
of such economical and commercial laws as are now in 
foree. 

The more conservative,intelligent and responsible 
part of the @uban pepulation looks most anxiously,in the 
present emergency,to the United States,as the only 
available power capable of extricating this unfortunate 
Island from her present difficulties. Doubts on this sub- 
ject only arising when the practical manner of realizing 
the mediation or intervention of the american Government, 
comes to be discussed. 

But,taking into aecount that the war eannot possibly 


eontinue as it is presently carried on,and that the more 


enlightened and responsible part of the ecubm population

think of the american mediation or intervmtion,as the 


DSPAR@uEsT oP STATE, 6.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The stock market continiies under the same diffi- 
culties as reported in our last review, that is, completely 


encalmed without any hope of improvement. 


The transactions that. take place are but few and 
these - very often - payable on long ecredit,and every 
thing has been this way for some time past in this 


Isiand. 


If this state of things lasts it will not be strange 
if the stock Exchange has to close; for the sales taken 
plaes,as we have said,lack importanes and even then at 
ruinous prices; and very often they change hand tO animate 


or to boost some enterprise,but really there is no mar- 


ket. Who would dare sell at the present low quotations? 


If the sugar erop is not made all business will 


become paralized,for sugar,in fact,is the fountain head 
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out of which spring all our industries and commerce; 
we must, therefore, confess that the sugar plantations 
are the vital power of this island,and represent for 


this Antille,if they do not make th? present crop,a loss 


of more than 50.000.000 of dollars,and this must result 


in the complete paralization of business.

We must make unparalleled efforts for the termina-. 
tion of these evils,because if they continue they will 


soon erush us all.

I will proceed herewith to make you a full state- 
ment of the subjeets about whith,as an american citizen, 
I want to consult you. 

You know already,for I called your attentien to it 
gome time ago,that sinee the beginning of the revolution, 
1,as well as every bode 6200, neeeiy ot the order from the 
revolutionists forbidding to take out any sewed or 
horses from the properties whieh I possess in Holguin, and 
since then, notwithstanding all my efforts,I have not been 
able to save anything from there,and as all the fences 
have been destroyed and the properties had to be abm- 
doned I eonsider as mntirely lost the 10.000 head of 
Cattle and the 900 horses and mares which I had thee. 

The 28th November the insurgents went to the planta- 
tion named "Soci edad" in Macagua,belonging to my wife, 
and there took away 31 horses of the anglo arab breed 


I had there. They burnt at the same time all the immense 


buildings which composed the “batey" and took,as they

do whenever they want,all the cattle that they needed. 
About a month ago they burnt the eane fields of the 
property “La Benita”® in Alfonso Xll1,belonging to my 
wife,and containing about a million and a half arrobas 


of cane. 


On the fifth of this month being with my wife in our 


plantation called "Central Lucia",known also by its 


old name of Garro,and which is 12 miles from Marianao,! 
was told that the insurgents in large numbers were ap- 
proaching towards us and that, they had already burnt the 
cane fields of the Chavarry plantation. I decided then to 
go and meet them and try to do all in my power to avoid 
the burning of our eane fields. I started and met than at 
Hoyo Colorado,where I founc out that the chiefs who com- 
manded them were Maximo Gomez and Antonio Maceo. I spoke 
to the last one,who answered me that they had the order 
to burm all the eang fields ,but considering that I was 
an american eitizen he would consult the mtter with 
Gomez. As it was already dark and they were to ¢canp near 
by I retired to my house. On the following day Maceo and 
his troops passed through our property and stopped at the 
house where they asked me for coffee and bread for him 
and several of thoss who accompanied him,amongst whom Was 
the briaaties Jose Mird, whom I had known for years. While 
they were there we saw that the cane fields were on fire. 
I protested and was answered that it was not Maceo who 
hed given the order for setting fire,and that it must be 
the brigadier Zayas who was coming after them. Al sak 


I obtained an order to respeet the property and was au- 


Se 
thorized to do what I eould to stop the fire,which ] 
suceeeded in doim after hara work,but not before 
4.000.000 arrobas of e¢ane had been burnt. 

They took away 22 of my finest horses. 

Five days ago a econmission of the insurgents 
arrived at the said property,the chief of which gave me a 
letter and asked me for a reeeipt of it. I opened it to 
see its contents anc founc that it was from Jose Miro 
giving me the order to eolleet in Habana and keep at his 
Gisposition the amsunt of $5000, for which sum he enelosed 
me an order of payment against a house in Habana, ane 
signed by a person that I do not know. “i eould not

under any consideration take charge of such a conmission, 


J answered inmediately returning the order to Mr.Miré, but 


at the same time trying to excuse myself in the best 
manner that I eould,as we are in the country completely 
at the mercy of the insurgents,and I would not lik 3 to 
have all my buildings and machinery destroyed as my 
fields of cane have bem. 
There were not any troops of the government whatever 
near our plantation before the arrival of the insurgents, 
with the exeeption of the volunteers in the villages of 
Banes,Caimito,Hoyo Colorado and Punta Brava,which as it 
is publicly known had to withdraw at the arrival of the 
insurgents. 

I have not been able to comuniecate to you these

facets before because whilst extinguishing the fire in the

cane fields I caught a severe bronchitis whieh did not 


allow me to coms to Havana until yest erday. 


YT deem it very important for me to inform you of 


all the above stated faects,and specially of the one con- 
eemed with order of payment so that you may take due 
notice of all that has occurred to me and to m proper- 
ties at the hands of the insurgent forees,and that no 
false or exaggerated version should be spread by any body 
who might thus,either intentionally or innoeently,be the 
causes of personal trouble to me in my relations with the 
official authorities of the Island.

We also notiee the Matanzas Rail Road has issued

On this ground the eivil judge founded his order

From the above statement you will see that the order 
of indictment and of imprisonment of Mr.Julio Sanguily is 
founded solely, exelusively,on reasons that appear in the 
proceedings remitted to the eivil court by the court 
martial,that is,on what is prohibited by the protocol. In 
eonfirmation,I accompany a full copy of the order of 


indictment. 


To your second question,that is,if you ¢can,as 
eongsul general,legally obtain copy of the reeord or of 
the order of imiectment and of imprisonment,I have to say 


that you ean legally obtain it. For although it is true 
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that the defense of Sanguily has presented an appeal, 
Which has been acecepted,to the Supreme Court at Madrid,

In fine,the issuanee of ecopies of what has been

Therefore,I believe you ean legally solicit a copy 
of the record or of the indictment, without the Superior 
Court of Habana having to refuse it,because the point 
does in no wise lessen the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court.

General: 

Notwithstanding the deeree issued on the 16th 
of March last by His Excellency the Governor General of 
this Island,inhibiting the military jurisdiction of the 
coznizance of the case of the american citizen Mr.JULIO 
SANGUILY and ordering its transfer to a court of the 
civil jurisdiction in strict observance of the agreemant 
of the 12th of January,1877,nevertheless,I am informed 
by his advocate that he has bean again subjected to a 
court martial,by order of the military jurisdiction,this 
time,on a charge alleged to bse related to the kidnapping 
last year of Mr. FERNANDEZ de CASTRO; and in consequence 
this american citizen has cies again remanded into soli- 
tary confinement and deprived of all intercourse with his 


counselor by order of the court martial. 


This proceeding on the part of the military juris- 
Giction is not only an infraction of the agreement, but it 


is likewise in contradiction of the said decree of the 
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16th of March last of His Excellmcy the Governor 


General. of this Island. 


I have,therefore,and in compliance with the ins- 


tructions of my Government to ask Y.E. to have the good> 
ness to order that this second case against this american 
citizen be also transferred to the civil jurisdiction

Under date of the 8th swotmnt ths office made 
strong recommendations to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
with a view to securing a uniformity in the forms of 
consular certificates, the manmer of attaching the same 
to invoices,the endorsements,folding and conveni mt 
arrangement of the oe now prescribed by the Department 
of State. 

At present there is a wide variance in the practice 
at our many consulates in these essential points. At 
hardly any two consulates are the certificates attached , 
endorsed and folded in the same manner; and this dis- 
similarity in preparing invoices causes much petty 
annoyance amd frequently unnecessary delay in handling, 
makes the invoices very unhandy,and retards,instead of 
facilitates,the prompt despatch of business. 


I enclose herewith proposed new forms of consular 


2 
certificates (marked Exhibits A and B),and a'so a new 
form of descriptive list, (marked Exhibit C),to be used 
in transmitting invoices to Collectors of Customs. With 
the present form of all consular invoices‘it is necessary 
to place a covering or jacket on each invoice for e- 
dorsing and filing the same. The proposed new forms 
(Exhibits A and B) are intended to do away with this 
covering,as they have a fold prepared to be used for 
endorsing at the Custom House where entry is made. 


The certificates,and also the invoices when the cer- 


tificate is a part thereof,should be printed on firm 
paper of substantial thickness, to serve as a covering 
suitable for filing and endorsing. 

Descriptive lists (Exhibit C) should have printed, 
in the upper left hand corner,the nemes of all officials 
entitled to certify invoices. This would be a valuable 
Buide in quickly ascertainim thse names sa the officers 
certifying,as some signatures are frequently ilegible 
or difficult to readily determine,on account of their 


peculiarities. It is essential that the signatures 


should be ascertained correctly,as it is reported,in the 
monthly abstract of triplicate invoices,to the Treasury 
Auditor for the State Department. 

Another important recommendation made is that cer- 
tificates and descriptive lists be printed on colored 


paper. Many of the consuls are now using colored paper 


for their certiaficates,and if all the consuls in certain 


countries or groups of countries would use a distinguishing 
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color, it would be a most convenient thing in searching 
for invoices in the files and for many other reasons. 
These colors would be soon learned by the Customs and 
Appraising officers,and would be an instantaneous guide 
to them of the country whers made,and thus,very frqumtly, 
an indication of the nature of the mercham ise. 

The color that has been suggested for invoice cer- 
tificates and descriptive lists from all consulates in 
the West Indies,observing a due regard for the colors 
now in use at many consulates,is known cormercially as 
Melon. 

Exhibit A is the form of certificate most commonly 
used at consulates where invoices consist of several 
sheets,and Exhibit B at consulates where inwices do not 
require lengthy detailed description of ths merchandise. 
exhibit B is by far the most convenient form for handling 
when entry is made at the custom house,as the invoice,cer 
tificates and endorsements are so handily arranged that 
any desired information contained thereon can be obtained 
at a glance. 

Should an additional certificate be required, such as 
American merchandise returned,or a currency certificate, 
it ought to be? attackted to the face of the invoice,so as 
not to interfere with folding,as might be the case if 
attached to the baék of the invoice. 

You wi!) readily see that there is not hing in the 
new blanks that conflicts in any manner with the various 
forms mow prescribed by law or by consular regulations, 


the only change being in the more convenimt arrangement 


of these forms,and in the preparation of a fold for en- 


dorsement,or arteries: the invoice when entry is made at 
the Custom House at ths port of entry. The fold prepared 
for endorsing invoices at the time of certi fication is 
practically the form now in use at many of the consulates. 
It would greatly facilitate thse work at this Custom 

House if you would have some of the new form (fxhibit B) 
printed and used at your consulate. [It would also be a 
great convenience if you would cause the several sheets 
of an invoice to be attached at the top,or at the left upper 
hand corner, inst ead, as is sometimes done,of attaching the 
several sheets by the top of one to the bottom of the 
other,and thus making one very long and unwieldy sheet. 

At sea port consulates the name of the vessel by 
which the goods are shipped should be noted on the des- 
criptive list on the line srepered therefor,immediat ely 
below the words “Descriptive list of Triplicate Invoices”. 


Samples of the new forms and color of paper are here 


with enclosed and I earnestly hope you will act on the 


suggestions in the near future.

Articls 40.- Every master of vessel, loaded or 
in ballast,arriving from any foreign country,with cargo in

Island,present a manifest,comprising all the eargo, 


packages,presents (encarzgos) on board,subscribed by. him

I beg to enclose for the information of the Depart- 
ment a printed translation of a decree issued by the 
Captain General of this Island pen the 29th ultimo for the 
better suppression of smugzling. 

The execution of that part of this decree referring 
to captains of vessels,cannot prove otherwise than a 
source of great annoyance to the commerce ofthe United 
States with this Island, inasmuch as the fines imposable, 
for nonconformity with its provisions,are to be specially 
levied upon tlhe eaptains,the amounts of which in most 
instare es will be beyond their pecuniary capacity to sa- 
tisfy,and then the penalty msut necessarily fall upon the 
vess@ls,as their custom house clearance is to be withheld 
until the said fines be paid or guaranteed by the con-- 
signees here,who in the order of things,will naturelly 
refuse to assume this responsibility; henee delay to the 


vessels,increased expenses in the way of wages and mgin- 


tenance of officers and crew,as well as the stagnation 


Qe 
of the eapiteal invested in the vessels,all of which must 
necessarily follow as consequencés of the enforcement of 


these conditions. 


It is next to an impossibility for masters of vessels 


to comply with the obligations imposed by this decree. 
The exports from the United States to Cuba are comprised 
principally of bread stuffs,provisions,and cooperage 
meterials,accordingly flour that is ground and packed in 
Gifferent localities of the Western and Middle States, 
such for instame as St.Louis, Mo., Riclmoné, Va.,B8altinmore, 
Md.,anc biehanter 1%: .08 lard and hams rendered, cured, 


and packe@ at Louisville,Ky.,Cineinnatti,0.,Indianapolis, 


Terre Haute, Vincennes, Indiana, Chicago,1I11.,Milwaukee, Wis., 


Dubuque, Iowa, and other cities and towns of these States. 


The cooperage brought here is gmerally manufactured 
or the raw material furnished through Norfolk, Va.,and the 
interior portions of that State,Maryland, Pennsylvania, New 
York,and Rhode Island,and to an eminent degree from the 


State of Maine. There are other minor articles exported 


from the United States to Cuba,such 4s coal oil,sewing 


machines, drugs, ete. 


Now,if masters of vessels are to be responsible for 
the contents of these packages and are to be compelled by 
the Spanish Government to act the detective against the 
econnivanee and collusion of its own officials with the 
importer here,then every package will have to be examined 
by the masters on the wharves, alongside of which their 


vessels are to load,at Bangor, Bath, Port land, Boston, New- 


port, Bristol,New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore,New Orleans, 
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Se 
to see that the contents in every case conform to the 
“outer labels® and there is nothing inserted for the pur- 
poses of contraband. And it may be doubted if Spanish 
law e@an in its effects reach to so great an extra-terri- 


torial degree as is entailed by this decree. 


Also if mesters are to be responsible for the weight 
of these packages then they must see themselves to the 
reweighing of them all prior to the stowing of them on 


board. 


These operations would involve so much extra labor, 
expense and drawbacks that they would soon render the 
eerryinz trade of the United States with Cuba almost im-

This clause is also contrary to that time out of 
memory and universal commercial usage which relieves the 
captains from the responsibility of “weight and contents" 
by special clause imprinted to this effeet in the bills 


of lading signed by the masters of vessels of all nationg. 


In this deeree the master is pointed out as the 
pivotal point wpon which smuggling here hinges,when it is 
well known that he rarely has intervention or knowledge 


of the smuggling of cargo brought in his vessel. 


The starting point to all fraud in the customs is 
with the custom house officials themselves,the agency in 
the matter of the importers or the little that the mas-. 


ters might themselves be able to exercise,as accesories, 


would be futile in toto without the prior consent and

cooperation of the former,whose duty it is to strictly 
examine the contents and weight of all goods introduced 
here for consumption, and the delivery of which to the im- 


porter is never allowed but by their orders. 


The absurdity of attributing original culpability 
to the masters,will appear the more glaring to the De- 


partment when tt is acquainted with the fact that on every 


American stvamer arriving at this port, that at least 


four eustom house officials are placed on board, where 
they remain until she leaves port,wi th no other object 
than that of guarding against smuggling,and on sailing 
vessels rarely less than two are placed on board with the 


same object. / 


If the Captain General is really serious in the in- 
tention to suppress smuggling,then the first object of 
his attention,should have been his own employees, because 
if these are incorruptible,no smuggling worth notice Can 
be done. |

Whereas, the enemy, availing themselves of the tem- 


porary interruption of communication between the capitals 
of the districts and the rest of the provinces, invant and 
circulate information of a disquieting and alarming charac- 
ter, while others, who are more daring, take advantage of 
the effect produced by these reprehensible inventions, and 
endeavor to deceive, and have more than once succeeded in 
deceiving the ignorant and unwary, and in inducing them to 
enter the ranks of the rebellion: 


Whereas, I am always firmly purposed to enforce the 


laws with a view to making known, distinctly, provisions 
now in foree, of frequent application in the present situ- 
ation of the island, and desire accurately to determine the 
scope ~f these provisions in certain particulars, and to 
adapt them to the exigencies of the war; 

Now, therefore, I, Don Valeriano Weyler y Nicolau, 
Mmarwits of Teneriffe, Governor and Captain General of the 


Island of Cuba, and General in Chief of this army, etc., 


etc., in the exercise of the powers granted to me by No. 12, 
Article 7 of the Code of Military Justice und the law con- 
cerning public order of April 235, 1570, do hereby order as 
follows: - 

The following persons, among others for whose casés 
provision is made by law, shall be subject to military juris- 
diction: 


1. All those who shall invent or circulate by any 


means whatever, information or reports directly or indirectly 


favorable to the rebellion. Such persons shall be considered 


as guilty of the crime against the safety of the country which 


is provided for in Article 2235, Case 6, of the Code of Mili- 


tary Justice, inasmuch as they thereby facilitate the opcra- 


tions of the enemy. 


ra Those who shall destroy or injure railways, tel- 


egraph or telephone lines, the articles intended for use in 
working the same, or who shall interrupt communication by 
destroving bridzes or wagon roads. 

Bs Those who shall burn property in inhabited or 
uninhabited districts, or who shall cause the injuries speci- 
fied in Chapter 8, Title 13, Book 2, of the Common Penal Code 
in force in this- Island.’ 

4, Those who shall sell, furnisn, convey or deliver 
arms or rmnitions to tne enemy, who shall supply them in any 
way, shall retain them in their possession, permit or lake 
part in their importation through the custom house, and the 
custom house officers who shall havs failed to confiscate 
them when imported shall be held criminally responsible. 

©o. Those who, acting as telegraph operators, shall 
communicate telegrams relative to the war to persons other 
then those who, by virtue-of their office, have a right to 
read them.

Otherwise, shall seek to belittle the prestige of Spain, of 
the army, of the body of volunteers and firemen, or of any 
other force operating with the army.

8. Those who shall furnish to’the enemy horses or 
cattle of any kind, or, in general, any means to enable them 


to wage war. 


9. Those who snall serve the enemy as spies. In the 
case of such persons, the provisions of the law shall be en- 
forced in all their rigor. 

10. Those who shall consent to act as guides, unless 
they present themselves immediately, showing that they yielded 
to vis major, and at once furnish to the military authorities 
evidence establishing their loyalty. 

|e Those who shall adulterate provisions for the 
army, or shall be guilty of scheming to alter the prices of 
provisions. 

12. Those who, by means of explosives, shall commit the 
crimes specified in the law of July 10, 1894, which law was 
extended to this island by the Royal Decree of October 17, 
1895, because it was considered that such crimes affect pub- 
lic order, for which reason I was empowered to take cognizance 
thereof by the law of April 25, 1870, in pursuance of which 
I leave to the civil authorities their powers with regard 
to the crimes spacified in Chapters 4, 5 and 6, Treatise 3,

Mr. Williams states that Hernandez had previously verbally 


made complaint to him of tee damages done and apprehended, and 


that he had requested him to Submit a statement in writing. Lt 
appears, also, that the brother of Hernandez complained to the 
Consul at Matanzas, and that the latter forwarded a despatch in 
reference to the matter, which Mr. Williams returned to the 


Consul, with the reconmendation that he accompany it with an af- 


fidavit or written statement from Hernandez’ brother, giving 
definite particulars é&c. The Consul had not complied with the 
reconumendation, at the date of Mr. Williams’ despatch. Mr. 
Williams also sent the Consul a copy of the Department’s recent 
instruction to the Consul at Sagua, relative to the position 


generally taken in regard to acts committdd by insurgents, etc. 


As the Consul will undoubtedly communicate the substance of this

to the claimant, I don’t see as there is anything to be done

Statenent of the damage done by the insurgents to my 


property in the jurisdiction of Santa Clara,town of San- 


eti Spiritus. 


I, GEORGE L.LAY,born eitizen of the United States 
of America on the 29th day of February,1850 in the city 
of New Orleans, State of Lovisiana,declare under oath that 
the following demage has been done to my property. 

I have been living for the last thirty years in the 
eity of Habana,and its surroundings. 

I moved with my family to the jurisdietion of Santa 
Clara,town of Sancti Spiritus,on the 29th of Aurust,1889 
and iinet to the city of Habana oh the 19th of July, 
1895,not being abte to live there any longer on aecount 
ef the insurreetion. I was there occupied in raising and 
purchasing cattle, and during that time,purehasines cattle 
and real estate with the ohjiect of carrying on my busi- 
ness, 

I also had rented an estate named "San Esteban" of 
40 caballerias ef land,or say 1320 acres, situated at 15 


miles of Sancti Spiritus, (haciends of Bijabo); and that 


in the month ef June,a chief insurgent,named Jose Legon, 


eame on said estate with armed forees and destroyed the 


largest portion of the fenees,and by se doing let leose 


all the cattle that I had on the estate on pasturage,. 
also destreying all the crop thet had been planted, also 
taking with thém thirteen horses of my preperty. 

Furthermore, during the night of the 15th to 16th of 
October, 1895,a party of insurgents eame on my estate 
galled tne% “untenio Abad",of Tunieu; said "San Antenio" 
was formerly a sugar estate; when destroyed by the insur- 
gents it was used for raising cattle and planting: said 
insurgents burned up three good sdleaiiin that existed on 
the estate,and also destreyed all the fences, 

I therefore claim from the Spanish Government for 
damages done me by the insurgents the sum ef $35,323,-in 
gold, this being the actual damage done me without in- 
terest. 

I also possess another Sais that I have rented situ- 


ated on the Zaza, (Snti Spiritus, ) named *Jipiros*, having 


the following cattle:260 eows; 50 mares 4 horses, and a 


large quantity of fowls; up to the present time this es- 


tate has not been interfered with by the insurgents.
